City police headquarters reported at 2 p.m. Monday that no 
arrests have as ye! been made on murder charges in connection 
with the Hammond girl slaying. 

Pretty, golden-haired Dorothy Hammond, 15-year-old

The tall, graceful daughter of Mr, and Mrs, R. M. 
Hammond died in the Misericordia hospital at 10:10 
o'clock, with her mother at her side after desperate ef- 
forts of physicians failed to revive the attacker's victim. 


The murderer, described only as a short man, was seen 
to flee north along the lane between 110 and 111 streets by 
A. J. Lajoie, 9802 110 street, who witnessed the attack from 
the west kitchen window of his home. 

Bleeding from 15 knife wounds in the region of the 
chest and abdomen, the mortally wounded girl dragged her- 
self to her feet after the cowardly killer had fled, and with 
an amazing demonstration of vitality and superb courage, 
staggered west along the boulevarded street as far as a birch 
tree at least 60 feet further west. 

She there placed her arms around the tree and clung on, 
but siowly sank to the earth. 


Huddled Form Seen By Taxi Driver 


In a minute or two her huddled form was picked up by 
headlights of an eastbound Jack Hays taxi cab, operated by 
He stopped his car and almost simultaneously 
a second car operated by Joseph Nadeau stopped. The Ham- 
mond girl was placed in the latter car and taken to the Mis- 
ericordia hospital, which was less than a block away. 


Screams of the injured girl were heard by several

Mr. Lajoie thought at first the struggle was a
